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Summary by Barr says 
no conclusion of obstruction of justice 
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Thousands unaccounted for; 
Pugh, UMMS give no 
documentation on deal

Tens of thousands of Mayor Catherine 
Pugh’s “Healthy Holly” children’s books 
have not been accounted for by the 
institution that paid for them or the mayor, 
even as public pressure builds amid accusa- 
tions of “self-dealing” at the University of 
Maryland Medical System. 

From 201 through 2018, the University of 
Maryland Medical System had a deal to 
spend $500,000 for 
100,000 copies of Pugh’s 
self-published book se- 
ries. The system placed 
five orders of 20,000 
books at $5 each while 
Pugh sat on the hospi- 
tal’s board of directors. 
First reported by The 
Baltimore Sun, the deal 
was one of many the 
hospital network had 
with members of its board, and they have 
rattled public trust in the system. 

Pugh said she returned $100,000 in the 
last several days for the last 20,000 books in 
her series that are still being written. She’s 
also stepped down from the hospital 
system’s board. 

That would mean 80,000 should have 
been printed and distributed. In the pub- 
lishing world, that is an astounding number 
of books; for example, the first U.S. print run 
of “Harry Potter and The Sorcerer’s Stone” 
was for 50,000 copies. 

The lack of documentation leaves unclear

WASHINGTON — Special counsel 
Robert Mueller did not find that Donald 
Trump’s campaign or any of his associates 
conspired with Russia in its efforts to 
interfere in the 2016 election, according to 
a summary of findings sent to lawmakers 
Sunday. 

“The Special Counsel’s investigation did 
not find that the Trump campaign or 
anyone associated with it conspired or 
coordinated with Russia in its efforts to 
influence the 2016 U.S. presidential elec- 
tion,” the four-page summary by Attorney 
General William P. Barr said. 

On whether the president might have 
sought to obstruct the high-profile investi- 
gation, Mueller’s team did not offer a

definitive answer. 

“The Special Counsel ... did not draw a 
conclusion — one way or the other — as to 
whether the examined conduct constitu- 
ted obstruction,” Barr’s letter said. 

“The Special Counsel states that ‘while 
this report does not conclude that the 
President committed a crime, it also does 
not exonerate him, ” the letter said. 

Trump responded on Twitter, writing 


“No Collusion, No Obstruction, Complete 
and Total EXONERATION. KEEP 
AMERICA GREAT!” 

“It’s a shame that our country had to go 
through this. To be honest, it’s a shame that 
your president has had to go through this 
for — before I even got elected, it began. 
And it began illegally. And hopefully, 
somebody is going to look at the other side. 
This was an illegal takedown that failed” 
Trump, just before boarding Air Force One 
in Palm Beach, Fla., to return to Washing- 
ton. 

The highly anticipated summary of 
Mueller’s investigation was sent to Con- 
gress on Sunday. 

Mueller’s central mission has been to 
determine if Russian efforts to interfere in 
the 2016 election were aided or assisted in 
any way by Americans, including people

Bill affecting c cemetery to be withdrawn 


Senator sought to overturn 
court ruling that blocked 
development in Pikesville

A state senator said he would withdraw 
an obscure bill that sought to undo a 2013 
Maryland Court of Appeals decision block- 
ing development at a Pikesville cemetery. 

Residents who years ago went to court 
to stop a housing proposal at Druid Ridge 
Cemetery had cried fouled over the 
legislation, which was introduced late in 
the General Assembly session by a state 
senator from Montgomery County. 

Community members questioned why 
Sen. Jeff Waldstreicher, a Democrat who 
represents the Washington suburbs, 
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would sponsor a bill affecting a piece of 
property in Baltimore County. They said 
the legislation re-opened a dispute they 
thought long settled.

A state senator said he plans to withdraw a bill that would reverse a court decision 
preventing development of an unused section of Druid Ridge Cemetery in Pikesville. 


Improvement Association, which repre- 
sents a neighborhood near the cemetery, 
called the legislation “a last-minute bill 
that was slipped in.”
